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ADVANTAGES OF HOME STUDY 


Home study has at least ten advantages over 
resident study. 

1. You control your own time. You learn 
when you have time - not when the class meets. 

2. You progress at your own rate. If you 
miss a point in the instructor's lecture, it is 
gone. In home study you can take your time go- 
ing over the text and instructor's comments. 

3. The time and money spent in going to 
and from classes is saved. For commuters, this 
is often more than actual class time. 


4. You don't have to go away to school. Many states have no 
schools of watch repairing, locksmithing, air conditioning, or camera 
repair, You can take all these subjects and many more at home - wher- 
ever the mails go. 

5. The instruction follows the student. We Americans move 
around frequently. A lot of time and credit are lost in changing 
school, Home study follows the traveling man, the migrant worker, 
and others who have to move, 

6. Instructional materials from home study schools are often 
more clearly written than are texts prepared for classroom use, In 
pemphlet form they are easily revised on the basis of student ex- 

rience, 

7. Kits of well-selected equipment, tools, and parts make tech- 
nical and trade training practical. Even many resident schools do 
not have specialized laboratories and shops equivalent to the mater- 
ials supplied by good correspondence schools. 

8. You master every part of the course. You can't pass on 
your smiles or personality. 

9. Home study is usually cheaper than resident study. You 
pey for education with the extras: Athletics, dormatories, frater- 
nities, health services, yearbooks, etc. 

10. You earn while you learn, You keep your regular job and 
do not lose income. 


Don't misunderstand me. I am not against resident schools. If 
you can get the training you want in resident schools, by all means 
do so. But millions of Americans are enrolled in correspondence 
courses beceuse they find it the most practical way to get the edu- 
cation they want. As one who hes finished twenty home study courses, 
I know that instruction by mail is entirely practical.

Thomas F. T. Warren, F.P.0. San Francisco, asks: 


Q. What is the purpose of the small spring at the 

lower end of the main lever in the "BB" shutter? 
A. This spring is the “bounce” spring. It stops the 
blades from bouncing open again once they are 
closed - or by accidental jarring of the shutter. 
The spring is swung clear of the blade ring stud 
when the main lever begins its stroke. 


Robert M, McPhail, Barrie, Ontario submitted the follow- 
ing two questions: 


Q. Why aren't between-the-lens shutters used in Pro- 
cess Cameras? 
A, Because of the long exposures used in copying, 


the costly mechanism in a between-the-lens shutter 


is not needed. Hence they are not used - though 
they cculd be used. Behind-the-lens shutters are 
1 easier and more economical to provide.
